Dean, chairman of the executive ■ 
board of the Special Forces 
Association, could not be reached 
for comment Wednesday. ; ' i 
But an official" of the organiza- 
tion who spoke with Dean Wed- 
nesday said neither he nor 
association President Bill 
'‘Pappy*! Greer would comment on 
the matter. 

“I talked to. Jimmy and Pappy* 
Greer tonight, and they both said j 
they didn’t have any comment to 
make to the press,” said Dick 
Bishop, editor of the association’s 
quarterly publication, “The Drop.” 

Prosecutors say Dean recruited 
Tafoya for the shooting and paid 
him $8,000 in London after the 
incident, according to the Colorado 
newspaper.
